MINERAL LANDS WILL NOT iE 
ALIENATED 


Some Very Important Changes to be 
Made in Connection With Regula. | 
tions Governing the Disposal of | 
Mineral Rights—No Surface Rights 
with Petroleum Lands—For Ac- 
tual Operations Only. 


Ottawa.—The department of the in- 
terior has recently issued new regu. 
lations governing the disposal of min. 
eral rights on government lands, the 
property of the crown, 

The lands in quesiion are situated 
in Manitoba, Alberta, Saskatchewan, 
and the North West Territories. The 
purpose is to revive the regulations 
relative to all mineral rights but the 
specific subjecta being dealt with at 
this time relate to petroleum, natural 
gas and tar-sand rights, 

The purpose in promulgating the 
new regulations ix to conserve to the 
people of Canada their interest in the 
natural resources that remain in the 
control of the government while af- 
fording every opportunity and induce. 
ment for the investment of capital 
in their actual development, 

In former times it was the policy of 
the government to dispose outright of 
mineral rights. Industrial develop. 
ment along such lines was in its in- 
cipiency and it) wa regarded as 
Proeet and necessary that a broad 
iberality should be practised in or- 
der to encourage and foster the build. 
ing up of such industries, At that 
time land had but small valuetand as | 
an added inducement to capital in-, 
dividuals and corporations were per- 
mnitted to acquire freehold rights to! 
the surface on lands on which they 
undertook to develop mineral. 

But times have changed; the great 
tide of immigration of the last few 
years has given a vastly increased 
value to land and the encouragement 
so liberally extended to capital has 
had the effect of placing the develop. 
ment of the mineral resources of the 
country on oa substantiol footing. 
Hence the determination of the gov- 
ernment to ineugurate a new policy 
for dealing with mineral rights, the 
modern policy of conservation, 

Formerly, when the surface had no 
grent value, regulations were framed 
whereby the applicant for mineral} 
rights was permitted to acquire both 
the surface and mineral rights upon 
the payment of a given «um per acre, 
As the demand for framing lands in- 
creased, the value of the surface of 
mineral lands was very greatly en-| 
hanced, and under this increase in) 
the value of surface lands it in time 
came about that mineral rights were 
being acquired for the purpose of get- 
ting the. suelace. Instead of the sur; 
face being acouired ns an incident to 
the mineral rights it became evident 
in many instances that ostensible 
mineral rights were merely being 
availed of to grab the surface, 

To meet this condition new regu- 
lations have been framed designed to 
segregate the mineral from the sur- 
face rights and introducing the prin. 
ciple that mineral rights may only be 
acquired for actual operation, Under 
the former regulations the right to 
acouire the surface with the minerel 
rights annlied te beth cool and petrol.

Memory Verses, 4, 5—Golden Text, 
John v, 36—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 

After the commission of last lesson 


both Jesus and His disciples departed 
and went through the towns preachiny 


the gospel and healing everywhere. 
See verse tL, with Mark vi, 12, 13; Luke 
ix, 6. We day imagine the result from 
such a passaye us Matt. iv, 24 In 
Luke vil, iets, we read that after 
Jesus raised the widow's son to life 


the people vlorified God, suyvitiv that a 
great prophet is risen up among us 
and that God hath visited His people. 
And this ramor of Him went forth 
throughout all Judea and throughout 
all the region roundabout. And the 
disciples of John showed him of all 
these things. This explains how, ae- 
cording to verse 2 of our lesson, John 
heard in the prison the works of 
Christ. We learn from chapter xiv 
that John was put in prison because 
he had fearlessly rebuked sin in high 
places, a dancerous thing to do if one’s 
own comfort is considered when the 
powers that be are in league with the 
devil. So Mieuiah, son of Tila, found 
it when for speaking the truth he was 
put in prison and fed on the bread 
and water of affliction. Zechariah, son 
of Jehoiada, was stoned to death be- 
cause he testitied that the people were 
in trouble becuwuse they had forsaken 
the Lord CD Chron, xviii, 25, 26; xxiv, 
20,21). The hatred of the world, how- 
‘ever, is not strange, for the devil is 
‘the wod of this ave, and he is the great 
adversary of God and man. But when 
one is suffering for righteousness’ sake 
wnd our God, whose we are and whom 
We serve, seems not to hear us and 
sends no deliverance then it becomes 
very perplexing to any but the strony.
